Defenders On Madrid Front

Madrid, Nov. 16.—Violent fighting raged today for 
control of a crossing of the Mansanares River and "French¬ 
man’s Bridge" as insurgent troops struggled to gain a 
foothold in University City. 

General Jose Miaja, chief of the Madrid Defence Coun¬ 
cil, did not deny the insurgents had penetrated University 
City, within the northwestern limits of the capital itself. 


German government pro¬ 
tested sharply to Soviet 
Russia today against the 
arrest of twenty-three Ger¬ 
man citizens. 

The protest followed 
Soviet announcement to 
the German government 
that charges of espionage 
and conspiracy had been 
lodged against fourteen of 
those arrested. 

Aocustions against the other nine 
Oermana had not been dlaclosed. 

Previously they were reported de¬ 
tained with a number of persons of 
other nationalities In connection 
with an alleged Fascist plot against 
the. Soviet government. 

RI HSIAN* HELD 

It also was learned scores of Rus¬ 
sians, one of them prominent, had 
been detained In connection with the 
'Alleged plot. Among the beat known

Shanghai. Nov. 18—Oermany and 
Japan are rapidly reaching an agree¬ 
ment on an anti-Soviet treaty de¬ 
signed to combat the growth and 
spread of Communism. Paul Patter¬ 
son. president of The Baltimore 8un. 
said here today. 

Mr. Patterson arrived In Shanghai 
after spending several weeks in Japan. 

He declared that although negotia¬ 
tions on the agreement were secret, 
the terms of the proposed treaty were 
expected to be dlaclosed before the 
Japanese parliamen t conven es De¬ 
cember 24. 

The United Btates newspaper execu¬ 
tive declared he had learned Prince 
Chichlbu. brother of ftnperor Hlro- 
hito of Japan, will pay a courtesy call 
on Chancellor Hitler while in Europe 
to attend King Edward's coronation 
next May. 

Mr. Patterson believed the pact 
would "be left open" to allow other 
nations an opportunity to Join the 
agreement.

novelist. 

Decision to re-enact the death 
scene was announced by Capt. Clyde 
Plummer of the district attorney's 
office after Morris, his wife. Ruth, 
and Lila Lee. film actress, had ap- 
peared voluntarily Saturday to tell 
what they knew of the death of the 
yo un g man, with whom they were 
friendly. 

Russell, twenty-eight, and unem¬ 
ployed. was found dead, a bullet 
wound ln hto head, ln a lawn swing 
at the home of Morris last Septem¬ 
ber 25. On hto lap lay a pistol. In¬ 
vestigators could not find the bullet 
which killed him, nor the ejected 
shell. 

Police today prepared to shoot the 
death weapon into an object of the 
approximate solidity of the human 
head, then trace the bullet. If it 
should be easily found, said Plummer, 
It would indicate Ruseell did not die 
ln the lawn awing—that he was killed 
elsewhere and hto body carried there 

While at the District Attorney's 
office Batur^y. Morris and hto wife 
told Plummer Russell had been mor¬ 
ose and frequently threatened sui¬ 
cide. Hto death went into police 
records as suicide, but ’ the current 
Investigation - w*s undertaken at ths 
instance of Russell's mother, Mrs. 
Victoria Russell.

These questions are almost at old as science 
itself, and they usually mako scientists angry. 
To Hunt truth fer its own sake is a lofty calling; 
it ii disturbing to have the multitude demanding 
that science be harnessed for the solution of 
sordid material problems. 

Tile point has been raised effectively at 
the current sessions of the American Institute 
of Physics m New York. A young indus¬ 
trialist. John Ely Burchard, who has been work¬ 
ing wttb the new prr-fabneated dweUmg idea, 
bluntly told the physicists that they 0 would do 
well to spend a little less time on the mysteries 
of interstellar space and a little more time on 
such an acute social issue as the housing problem. 

He quoted these words by Grosvenor At- 
terbury: “We are spending millions to build 
200'inch telescopes to scan the universe and de¬ 
termine whether it is getting measurably smaller 
or incalculably greater. All of which, in the 
present state of the- realm, seems brilliantly use¬ 
less. especially when you consider the millidns 
who cannot afford decent homes because none 
of our great minds has ever been focused on the 
basic, everyday problem of Human shelter.” 

There is a point here which scientist! as a 
class would do well to consider. The housing 
problem is one which science can solve. A dis¬ 
tressingly large percentage of people live in 
dwellings that are below the minimum require¬ 
ments for comfort and decency. They need 
new houses very badly; the country needs the in¬ 
dustrial boom which construction of those 
needed houses would provide. 

But the houses ire not being built because 
no one yet has foung out how to build them 
cheaply enough that people who need them can 
buy or rent them. 

As Mr. Burchard points out. if a small 
amount of sqph brains as are now concentrated 
research into the Einstein theory were applied 
resolutely to the task of finding out how to build 
better and cheaper Souses, it would not'be long 1 
before millions of persons would be infinitely 
more comfortable and happier. 

The point of it all is that we live in an age ; 
in which many of our most pressing problems i 
need just this sort of scientific attention. The 1 
era of applied science has opened infinite pos¬ 
sibilities. To Cash in on them, we must have 
a body of scientists who are constantly awake 
to the social responsibilities of their high calling.

set themselves against what he calls this anti- 
Semite lunacy before it leads to disaster. He 
further explains his point of view this way; 

“Are we to be so feeble as to allow our 
people to be goaded on to further violence? 
We ought, on the contrary, to pledge ourselves 
at Rathenau’s grave that for the future we will 
carry on the war of politics with intellectual 
weapons, and the voting-paper alone. Let us 
hope that in the German republic there will 
only be one rivalry between Chmtia&s and 
Jews, and that will be for the credit of ren¬ 
dering the greatest services to the Fatherland." 

Incidentally, Count Bermtorff is not among 
those who despair about disarmament because 
he contends that what the nations seriously 
want they always get in the end; hence the 
lack of progress toward disarmament at the 
present juncture by no means persuades him 
that the outlook for (hr future hi this regard 
is practically hopeless.

Crescent Moon, Venus and 
Jupiter Will Be Seen Close 
Together This Evening 

The unusual sight of the crescent 
moon and two bright planeto dose 
together in the sky will be offered 
early this evening. 

Jupiter and the moon, from 
left to right, will appear in the south¬ 
east sky. Venus will be considerably 
brighter than the other plans*, and 
can be easily Identified.
